Considered Suicide 
Bizarre details in the life of 
Mr. Bremer, a 2!-ycar-old odd- 
hobs worker from Milwaukee., 
were brought out int he testi- 
mony today. 

Jonas Rappaport, chief 
medical officer of the Balti- 
more courts, said Mr. Bremer 
had disclosed that he enter- 
tained a grandiose plan for sui- 
cide last January when he was 
jilted by a girlfriend.
